Dr. RIBO stated that the society is com- 
posed of White Russians who are required to be citizens of the United States. 
He said the headquarters was located in Belgium and formerly issued directives 
to its various organizations. One of the rules of the society was that there 
would be no discussions of a political nature at any of the meetings and this 
rule was adhered to by the society at Los Angeles. Meetings of the group were 

' described by Dr. RIBO as being of a purely social nature and the group gathered 
for the purpose of enjoying their home associations and to be entertained by 
musical programs sponsored by the society.

He stated that while he beliéved these organi 


zations exi Led in San Francisco, there were no similar groups here in Los 
Angeles. Dr. RIBO does not know of the existence of any group of Russians at 


Los Angeles, outside of the Russian Orthodox Church and his. own Veterans Soci- 


ety. He further stated that there was never any organization of the Russian 
Fascists Union or any similar body. 


It was further stated that ANASTASE a APONSTATSKY appeared 
at Los Angeles several years ago, but made a very poor impression among the 
Russians here. He was considered to be a worthless individual with very limi- 
ted mental attainment because he lacked qualities of leadership and was pos— 
sessed of no specific program. He did not succeed in attracting any following 
at Los Angeles, 


It was the opinion of Dr. RIBO that as a group the White 
Russians of Los Angeles are loyal to the United States, interested in further- 
ing its:war effort, and anxious to see the defeat of the Nazi armies. He fur- 
ther stated that there were probably a few individuals among the White Russians 
who might have contrary views and might be secretly desirous of seeing the ar 
mies of HITLER victorious, but that these persons might be described as muddled 
tiinkers and could not be described as dangerous to the community because of 
their inability to exert any influence on others. , 


“On November 24, 1942, ur. VLapTuaa{xouaNsKy, who is a shoe 
maker, was interviewed at his place of business at 6414 South Broadway. He 
was born in Russia but left his native country about 17 years ago to live in 
China. He remained in China for about 12 years and came to this country from 
there. He has been here for the past five years and has a son in the United 
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“a States Army who. has been missing for the past several months. Mr. KOHANSKY’ is |

the Los Angeles correspondence of the Russian language newspaper #Wlodaya “\ 


Zarya", which is translated "New Dawn" and is published at 2078 Sutter Street, | 
“San Francisco. He is also Secretary of the Church Committee of the Russian 

Orthodox Church at los Angeles. Mr. KOHANSKY was a school teacher prior to. _ 

his coming to the United States, and he is reported as having held responsi- 

ble positions both in Russia and in China. He advised that the Russian colony 

at Los Angeles consisted of about 500 persons. The Russian Orthodox Church, 

of which he is a member, has a membership of approximately 300. All of these 

are White Russians. Outside of the church the only Russian organization of 

which he has knowledge is the Veterans Society and this is merely a social 

groupe It was his opinion that the overwhelming majority of White Russians. 

are loyal to the United States and are not sympathetic with any Fascist form 

of government. Despite the fact that the White Russians are not sympathetic 

with Communism and cannot be described'as finding favor with the Bolsheviks 

in Russia, Mr. KOHANSKY believes that they will do everything in their power 

to assure a Soviet victory over Germany. He described the White Russians as 

being Russians first and White afterwards, meaning that for the purpose of ree 

pelling an invasion of their country, all Russians were of one mind. 


; Mr. KOHANSKY stated that he spent considerable time in 
Russia working with and under the direction of the Bolsheviks, although he 
was not a Bolshevik himself. It is his opinion that through the years the 
attitude of the Bolsheviks has changed in that they have abandoned their an- , 
bitions to dominate the world and that they have confined their attentions 
to the Russian people themselves. He further stated that one of the indica- 
tions of their abandoning their former program is the changed attitude with 
respect to organized religion in Russia. He believes that the Bolsheviks | 
have come to a realization that it is impossible for them to change even their 
own people to the extent that they originally desired and that this was mani- 
fest to them by the unsuccessful attempts to suppress the religion of the 
Russian people. — 


Mr. KOHANSKY recognized that there were probably some few 
White Russians in Los Angeles who were out of step with the vast majority as 
regards their understanding of the Russian problems and relative to their re- 
action to the present war between Russia and Germany. He stated that these 
few persons were a.stupid lot and in his opinion will not be in a position to | 
- cause any harm to come to the United States. 


f. He was questioned specifically with regard to GEORGE . 
XBLAGOY who has frequently been reported to the Los Angeles Field Office as ». 
being a White Russian with pro-Fascist sympathies. He described BLAGOY as ‘ 
being a very stupid man and completely without any influence or following 
in Los Angeles. Mr. KOHANSKY stated that he has never heard ofthe Russian 
Fascist Union. ae a.

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The writer contacted Source A, who is well acquainted with 
the Russian colony at Los Angeles and questioned this source with respect to 
the existence of any organizations among the White Russians. Source A advised 
that outside of the Russian Orthodox Church and the Veterans Society there were 
no groups or organizations: of White Russians at Los Angeles. This source is a 
former member of the Veterans Society and stated. that he regards it as a patri- 
otic group which engages purely in social activities. He stated the Veterans 
Society is very small in number and takes no interest or engaged in no activity 
of a political nature. 


These contacts were all specifically questioned with re- 
spect to the existence at Los Angeles of a grouplnown as the "Black Hundred", 
All of them stated that they had néver heard of the existence of such an or< 
ganization at Los Angeles and described it as an organization which existed 
many years ago in Russia and consisted of a hoodlum element which engaged in 
attacks upon the Jews in Russia. The existence at Los Angeles of the "Black 
Hundred" was previously reported to the Los Angeles Field Office by a’ source 
whose reliability is unknown. ge

In view of the failure of the investigation in this case 
to disclose the existence of any organized activity within the White Russian 
colony in Los Angeles, this case is being marked closed. 


The non-existence of such groups in Los Angeles is cor- 
roborated in other investigations conducted by the Los Angeles Field Office 
concerning individuals and organizations described as being pro-Fascist White 
Russians. 


It is anticipated that there will be occasional complaints 
received by the Los Angeles Field Office concerning White Russians and their 
pro-Fascist inclinations but these complaints are expected to continue to be 
isolated instances which are independent of each other.
